We compile the following from the 
monthly report of the Department of 
Agriculture of February and March, 
1874: 
Tobacco isa special crop, very ir­ 
regular in its -distribution and fluctu­ 
ating in extent of local breadth, and 
hence specitic investigation is necessa­ 
ry even to obtain comparative esti­ 
mates of quantity. 
Though it is pro­ 
duced in all the States, there were 
only fourteen States in 1870 (on census 
authority; that produced (each) as 
much as 1,000,IKK) pounds, while sev­ 
eral counties in tobacco States yield 
each two, three, to five millions of 
pounds. Kentucky and Virginia are 
credited with more than half of the 
crop, the former State alone 40 per 
cent, of it. 
Only seven States separ­ 
ately exceeded 10,000,000 pounds, Ken­ 
tucky, 
Virginia, 
Tennessee, Ohio, 
Maryland, Missouri, North Carolina, 
in order of precedence. 
Yet in point 
of fact the product was much greater 
than indicated by the census, the fear 
of taxation doubtless preventing a full 
return. 
As an instance of deficiency, 
the national census of Ohio makes a 
total of 18,741,343 pounds. Tn 1869 the 
state assessors returned for the same 
year 38,953,206 pounds; and undoubt­ 
edly neither census obtained a return 
of the entire production. These sev­ 
en States produced about S5 per cent, 
of the tobacco grown. 
Few people apparently realize the 
small area actually occupied by the 
crop. Allowing 100,000,000 pounds in­ 
crease over the 262,735,431 pounds re­ 
ported by the census, twenty town­ 
ships of land yielding 80Üpounds per 
acre will suffice. This is the size of a 
medium county. 
This fact affords an 
explanation of the necessity of care in 
{ 
ireventing great fluctuations in the 
ireadth of production, and shows how 
easy it would be to glut the market 
onu ruin prices. 
A recent inquiry was directed to our 
correspondents in countries producing 
not less than 100,000 pounds, for an ac­ 
tual census or careful estimate of the 
quantity harvested in 1873,the average 
price, tiie number of acres cultivated, 
and the quality of the crop. 
Returns 
have been received from a large pro­ 
portion as them: and as tobacco is a 
crop so restricted in its breadth, and 
so peculiar ami variable in its quanti­ 
ties and yields, it is deemed best to 
give the details from each county in­ 
stead of our usual condensed state­ 
ment by States. 
It will also illustrate 
the immense labor, of which the pub­ 
lic generally have 1 1 0 idea, of tabulat­ 
ing, averaging and analyzing returns 
of the more extended and general 
crops. 
If any of these county icturns 
are inaccurate, an opportunity is thus 
afforded for correction. 
One county in New Hampshire, 
Cheshire, in 1870 returned 76 per cent, 
of all the tobacco reported for the 
State. 
Its estimate is now 200,000 
pounds, instead of 151,189 pounds in 
1870, and the quality is good. 
It is on 
the 
Connecticut 
river, 
adjoining 
Franklin county, in Massachusetts. 
Three counties in Massachusetts, 0 11 
the Connecticut,returned in 1870ull but 
23,610 pounds of the 7,812,885 pounds 
made in the State. 
Franklin county 
estimates 25 per cent, increase on 1870, 
40 per cent, better than the crop of 
1872. 
A reduction is indicated in 
Hampshire, but the quality is good. 
A small increase in Hampden, "some 
very good, but much the largest por­ 
tion low grade; color very uneven, 
caused in part by drought checking 
the growth, in part by too large a por­ 
tion of special fertilizers and too little 
barn-manure, but principally by too 
late setting.” The price is low, aver­ 
aging 10 cents per pound. 
Connecticut grows some tobacco in 
every county, though Hartford is cred­ 
ited in 1870 with 5,830.200 pounds of 
the 8,328,798, pounds reported. 
H art­ 
ford this year reports 6,000,000 pounds, 
grown on 3,239 acres, worth. 24 cents 
per pound, of a "fair quality, but not 
equal to the best on account of ex­ 
treme drought at planting tim e,which 
caused late maturing and injury by 
early frost; and some did not cure well 
on the poles on account of extremely 
cold winds in December.” "Leaf very 
tine” in Litchfield, but some white 
stem and frost leaf. 
"The crop is a 
good average compared with former 
years” in Tolland. 
Onondaga. Chemung, and Steuben, 
in New York, are the only counties re­ 
porting 100,000 pounds in 1870, when 
the aggregate was 1,884,048 pounds of 
the 2,319,789 pounds in the State. The 
estimate for the three in 1873 is 2,324,­ 
730 pounds, grown upon 2,387 acres. 
In Onondaga "there are now on hand 
the crops of 1872 and 1873. The quali­ 
ty of the crop of 1873 is generally good, 
of all that got an early start. 
It was 
very dry at setting time, and many 
failed to make their plants grow, in 
consequence of drought and grubs. 
Some fine tobacco land was set some 
tnree or four times over, and such to­ 
bacco is of a low quality.” A material 
reduction in breadth is prophesied for 
the present year. 
In Chemung "its 
comparative quality may be represent­ 
ed by 90, and the cause is bad color, 
caused by 
unsuccessful 
curing in 
sheds, anil in some localities from in­ 
jury by hnil before m aturity.” 
The 
crop is grown in Steuben "in the val­ 
ley of the Conhocton river, and is not 
so perfect in the leaf as the Connecti­ 
cut.” 
Three counties in 
Pennsylvania, 
Lancaster, York, and Bucks, produce 
nearly all the tobacco grown. An 
immcnie increase is shown in Lancas­ 
ter, from 2,692.584 pounds in 1870 to 
13,683,600 pounds in 1873. 
The esti­ 
mate is based 0 1 1 returns of the assess­ 
or of internal revenue, "who reports 
30,010 cases at an average of 360 pounds 
as the crop of 1872. The tobacco inter­ 
ests had been increasing, from 1871 to 
1872 from Si,800 eases for 1871 to 38,010 
for 1872.” Low prices have prevented 
further increase, it is thought, and our 


correspondent makes the estimate the 
same as 1872. The prices received are 
$15 per hundred for wrappers and $5 
for fillers, or an aveiage of $13, accord­ 
ing to the proportion of the grades. 
The crop in Bucks is not disposed of; 
the uvorage prico last year was 16 
cents. 


Co-Operation Among the Farmers. 


The Ford County (111.) Journal has 
the following upon this subject in rela­ 
tion to manufacturing: 
Tiie farmers of this county pay an­ 
nually not less than $300,0(10 for wag­ 
ons and farm machinery, including 
plows 
and 
cultivators 
Of that 
amount they pay not less than $150,000 
as profits to manufacturers and agents, 
which could be saved by them if they 
would build and control a manufactur­ 
ing establishment of their own. 
These establishments are springing 
up all over the land, and will, in a few 
years, be in every county. 
They are 
easily established. All that is neces­ 
sary is to organize a Grange company 
under the State laws, and then let the 
farmers’ friends take the stock and 
own the works. 
Two hundred far­ 
mers, by investing $100 each, could 
raise $20,000, which would be sufficient 
to erect the necessary buildings, and 
purchase machinery, lumber and all 
kinds of materials needed to manufac­ 
ture all the wagons, plows, cultiva­ 
tors, harrows, etc., needed by the far­ 
mers of Ford and adjoining counties. 
The stockholders could organize and 
employ their own men to attend to 
the business for them. 
In this way 
they would be enabled to save im­ 
mense sums of money annually that 
now go out of our country to enrich 
capitalists, who know and appreciate 
the value of combined capital. 
This is a question of great impor­ 
tance and should receive the immedi­ 
ate attention of our farmers. 
There 
is no reason why they should be slaves 
to money combinations longer, and 
they will only remain as they are so 
long as they fail to open their eyes to 
the importance of action 0 1 1 their own 
account and with their own means. 
Whereupon the Industrial Age re­ 
marks. 
We are glad to see that the atten­ 
tion of the farmers is being directed to 
the important subject of co-operation. 
We differ, however, from our friend,in 
his statement of what is alone neces­ 
sary to success in co-operative busi­ 
ness operations. To organize a stock- 
company of farmers, and obtain their 
subscriptions, may be comparatively 
easy. 
Just here, our friends should 
hasten slowly. 
W ithout the employ­ 
ment of practical men—manufactur­ 
ing experts aiul goo I managers—their 
time and money is likely tobe w aste. 
A mechanic might as well try to con­ 
duct a farm successfully without expe­ 
rience, as a company of farmers at­ 
tempt to set up and run a manufacto­ 
ry of farm machinery or a store. Busi­ 
ness, as well as mechanical ability is 
required, and unless these can be se­ 
cured, and the work prosecuted under 
the proper conditions, such enterpris­ 
es are likely to turn out disastrously. 
If tiie farmers will remember the 
motto of Davy Crockett, “Be sure you 
are right, then go ahead,” they will 
make less mistakes in this direction. 
There have been in Iowa and Min­ 
nesota a few failures in co-operative 
enterprises under the patronage of the 
Grangers. # The effect of these has 
been deeply demoralizing to the indus­ 
trial cause. 
It will take much time 
and care to organize and systemizethe 
plans necessary to have co-operative 
efforts work to advantage. 


A letter to the Truckee Republican 
from the County Clerk of Nevada in­

Law and Protection. 


Over the signature of “ Lex,” a cor­ 
respondent of t lie Expresa regrets that 
the H e r a l d gives its sanction to the 
mode and manner by which “ El Gor­ 
do,” the Mexican who attempted to 
m urder the T U R N E R family, left this 
m undane sphore. First, the H e r a l d 
did not editorially give its sanction to 
the unlawful taking-off of the mur­ 
derer. 
Tho H e r a l d believes in the 
maintenance and enforcement of tlie 
law, so long as the law is able to main­ 
tain order. W hen the law is power­ 
less to maintain the peace and to 
preserve the lives and property of citi­ 
zens, then we believe in assisting the 
law to the attainm ent of those ends. 
The proposition that mob law7 is not 
justifiable in any case may hold in 
communities where unlawful killing 
is in every instance held to be murder, 
but the people of California do not rec­ 
ognize the invariable correctness of 
either axiom. 
There are instances on 
the Pacific Coast where justice can 
only be attained through unlawful 
acts. 
The hanging of “ El Gordo” was 
one of these instances. 
No one will 
say that the wretch received more tban 
he merited, and no one will pretend to 
argue that he would ever have been 
hanged by process of law. 
There ure 
instances in our State where men are 
shot down like dogs, and the commu­ 
nity to a man endorses the killing, yet 
it is unlawful, 
it was not the Mexi­ 
can’s fault that he did not commit a 
treble murder. 
He did his utmost 
to th at end, and it was only through 
the intrepid coolness of Mrs. T u r n e r 
that he did not succeed. If he had 
succeeded in destroying the family 
and then died as he did, the violation 
of the law would have been the same 
as it was. 
We deprecate mob law as 
sincerely as “ Lex,” but we recognize 
the principle of self-preservation as 
the first law of nature—a principle 
underlying all law. 
W hen it comes 
to a question of shoot or be shot, there 
are but few men who will not shoot. 
W hen a community realizes that they 
must hang somebody or be murdered, 
hanging is very apt to commence. 
W hile we are glad to know th at “El 
Gordo” was hanged, we are sorry 
th at 
he 
was 
unlawfully hanged; 
but as he could not be lawfully 
hanged, we 
do 
not 
regret 
that 
he 
was 
hanged. 
W e 
are 
not 
an advocate of capital punishment, 
yet th a t there are thousands of men 
who ought to be hanged, is an opinion 
fire cannot burn out of us. 
Virtually 
capital punishment is abolished in this 
State. 
Under the new law not one in 
a thousand murderers will reach the 
rope. 
Experience in other and more 
civilized States th an California has 
demonstrated that the abolition of 
capital punishment is always followed 
by an increase of crime. This will be 
the case here. 
If we do not legally 
hang murderers, they will be hanged 
illegally. We may preach law and 
order as long and as strong as we like, 
but when the people find the law will 
not protect them, they will protect 
themselves. W e m ust protect our­ 
selves—legally if possible; but we 
must protect ourselves. 


Opinion of Exchanges. 


Our exchanges contain many favor­ 
able comments ou tiie plan now being 
carried out by Mr. J . A . J o h n s o n , for 
placing the advantages ofi'ered by 
Southern California to immigrants 
before the thousands who are anxious 
to find a home of their own, but who 
in reality know nothing of the Pacific 
Coast. 
In our own opinion the merits 
of the plan cannot be over estimated. 
It is, in fact, the only feasible method 
that has yet been suggested, and hap­ 
pily it is the conception of a man 
whose practical good sense, untiring 
energy and thorough business quali­ 
ties guarantee it success. H e is tak­ 
ing no steps in the dark. Before it is 
made every move is carefully consid­ 
ered and its results anticipated. The 
p íotographicviews, already numbered 
by hundreds, are taken with especial 
reference to the am ount of impartial 
history of the country, this will con­ 
vey to beholders, and the historical 
data accompanying each is a brief, 
concise, narrative of well substantiated 
fae.s. 
Only think of tiie effect these 
photographs and the statist'cal in­ 
formation will have on the thousands 
1 intelligent and industrious men 
and women, of the old world, who are 
we ry of the toil and drudging that 
only enables them to eke out a miser­ 
able existence! The information will 
inspire untold numbers to come here 
and m ake for themselves what their 
is no hope of doing in the land of their 
birth, homes—happy homes of their 
own. 
I t seems almost a matter of re­ 
gret that an undertaking which is des­ 
tined to work such great good should 
be confined to one section. It would 
seem that our vhole State should be 
included—that Siskiyou, us well as San 
Diego, should be represented—and we 
almost wonder that Mr. J o h n s o n has 
not selected San Francisco, in place of 
Santa Barbara, lor his field of opera­ 
tion. 


T h e Bulletin concludes that the way 
in which the “ Monte Boys” explain 
how El Gordo’s cravat caught in a 
limb and suspended him in mid-air, 
comes under the head of “ very ill- 
timed joking.” W hen one remembers 
the history of the Bulletin, and recalls 
to mind that it owes its very exist­ 
ence to the unlawful shedding of hu- 
mau blood, its allected horror < ver 
the “ Monte Boys” description of I ow 
the Mexican went off, will appe. r in 
the light of hypocritical cant. 


Reduced Freights and Fares. 


The managers of the Union Pacific 
and the Central Pacific Railroads re­ 
cently met at Ogden for the purpose of 
holding a conference on the subject of 
freights and fares. It is understood 
that the meeting was called with a 
view of reducing the rates of transpor­ 
tation on through freight and travel, 
and we now understand that arrange­ 
ments looking to that end have been 
agreed upon. 
We do not seek for the 
reason that prompted the two compa­ 
nies to this action. 
The curious may 
possibly find it in the announcement 
that since the failure of the attempted 
combination between the railroads 
and the Pacific Mail Steamship Com­ 
pany the freighting business of the 
latter has largely increased. This in­ 
crease, nor no considerable portion of 
it, is tlue to an increased demand for 
freighting accommodations, and the 
conclusion is unavoidable that the ad­ 
vance in the business by way of Pan­ 
ama lias produced an almost corres­ 
ponding decline in the carrying trade 
of the overland railroads. 
It has been 
apparent for some time that our Pacific 
coast shippers were wearying of the 
high rates imposed by the railroad and 
were growing restive under the hun­ 
dred little annoyances to which they 
were forced to submit through the 
ignorance and despotism of petty offi­ 
cers of the road. 
It is clear freights 
have fallen off heavily, and to regain 
as much as possible of this lost trade 
was no doubt the object of the late con­ 
ference at Ogden. 
At any rate, the 
Central Pacific 
managers have re­ 
turned to San Francisco and announced 
that in a short time a schedule of rates 
for overland freights and fares consid­ 
erably below that now in use will be 
published. 
It would have been to the 
company’s advantage to have made 
these reductions some months ago, anil 
a few months hence they will have 
reason to regret 
that they did not 
make a corresponding reduction over 
their roads throughout this State. 


Pacific Coast Items. 


Utilize the Water. 


The effect of the irrigation law, 
passed at the last session of the Legis­ 
lature,on this valley is already marked 
in those localities where ditches are to 
be constructed in accordance with the 
provisions of the law. A very decided 
advance in the value of land is quoted, 
) and the demand for such land is in­ 
creasing quite rapidly. There is no 
doubt but th at our people are begin­ 
ning to realize the great necessity of 
saving and utilizing water w ith the 
same care that they do their money. 
When they have thoroughly learned 
this lesson we shall see but little land 
in all this broad valley that is not 
susceptible of irrigation. 
W hat with

In a few months—at least in 
time for next year’s planting—lie will 
run pipes over the fifty thousand acres 
lying around San Fernando, and thus 
enable those who wish to cultivate the 
land to irrigate every foot of the soil.

Aside from the reports already fur­ 
nished our readers, there are no devel­ 
opments concerning the robbery at 
Puente Ranch which throw any light 
on the subject.

They found him concealed 
at the junction of Puente creek and 
San Gabriel river, and after wounding 
him took him prisoner. Afterwards 
the Mexican was taken to the house 
of Mr. Turner and there identified as 
the man who had attempted the mur­ 
der and robbery. Starting with the 
prisoner for El Monte, he was over­ 
taken lay a party of masked men after 
going a short distance, and the man 
taken from his custody. He knew 
n o th in g m o re o f th e a ffa ir. Had h e a rd 
in th e e v e n in g that a m a n was h u n g 
U ear th e prace. 
Ramone Moreno also testified, but 
could furnish no evidence against the 
men who had executed Romo. 
From the facts elicited the jury con­ 
cluded its sitting,with the result given.

E d it o r H e r a l d : Having been out 
among the Grangers, I thought per­ 
haps a few items might be of interest 
to the many readers of the H e r a l d . 
I am pleased to report that I find un­ 
precedented prosperity among the 
farmers as far as I have been tlirough- 
out the county. Finer crops of. corn, 
barley, rye and wheat it has scarce 
ever been my good fortune to see; and 
right here let me express my surprise 
at having so often heard the remark 
th at wheat could not be successfully 
grown in Los Angeles county. Around 
the foot hills above old Los Nietos, I 
saw fine fields of wheat, looking splen­ 
did and not having the least been 
affected with rust. 
AROUND SPADRA 
There are fields of wheat that I think 
will maWB from forty to fifty bushels 
per acre. After what I have seen in 
my travels through this county, i am 
astonished to think that we import 
nearly all the flour we use. Of course 
in my travels 1 have heard the old 
complaint of “hard times,” but, sir, it 
does seem to me that the farmers 
ought to be able this year to clear 
their farms of debt and once more get 
their names off the retail merchant’s 
books, and to be able at the close of 
this season to give one long, loud 
shout af liberty. I find the Grangers 
all looking with anxiety and expecta­ 
tion to this co-operative movement, 
that is now underway in your city. 
MEN OF CAPITAL, 
Men of small means, and widows and 
young girls have taken stock (of course 
widows and young ladies are zealous 
“Patrons of Husbandry”). The Gran­ 
gers have for a long time been doing 
“ wind work;” now they propose to do 
work of a more substantial nature. 
Already there is a "troubling of the 
waters,” and where we have hereto­ 
fore been treated with a careless indif­ 
ference we are 
now treated with 
marked respect. 
There have been 
some very sudden conversions, and 
middlemen are now anxious to estab­ 
lish the fact that they have always 
been 


“ T IIE FARMER’S FR IEN D .” 
We can’t see it, gentlemen; we can’t 
see it. And now we propose to put a 
“ Methodist test:” Prove your faith 
by your works. Some have done so. 
Two enterprising merchants of Spadra, 
being Grangers, each took stock in 
the co-operative store, thereby proving 
themselves the farmer’s friends. 
Compton Grange, and, in fact, this 
entire neighborhood, is in a prosper­ 
ous condition. We have, of course, a 
few old fogies in our settlement, who 
think we should do as our grandfathers 
did, but taken as a whole there are ns 
many “ live m en” in this section of 
country as any place of the same size 
in the .State of California, and yet there 
is room for more. We need here, as 
all over the county, hard-handed, hon­ 
est-hearted tillers of the soli. This 
county is well supplied with lawyers, 
doctors and preachers. W hat we now 
need is material for Grangers. A hint 
to the wise is sufficient. Pardon this 
long letter, and I will not do so any 
more.
